It says Stayner was indebted 


for about that amount to Meyer, 
after going into insolvency compromised 
the debt leaving many thousand dollars 
unpaid. Subsequeutly, when Ives 
& 


Stayner became pinched for funds to 
carry out their schemj to capture the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton road, 
Stayner called upon Meyer and while as- 
serting that the law had exempted him 
from all further liability for the money 
duo him (Meyer), he (Stayner) was now 
happily possessed of sufficient funds to 
discharge his indebtedness. Meyer was 
of course dellchted, and thereafter gave 
implicit credence to all of Stayner's rep- 
resentations. 
Stafner noon persuaded 


him to give his aid to the syndicate 
formed by Messrs. Ives, Stayner & Not- 
ter. He agreed to receive from thorn 
when

total 
of 
six thou- 


sand shares of Cincinnati, Hamilton 
& Dayton common stock at an average 
price not exceeding $11,1, and to carry il 
for them, receiving six per cent for the 
use of tho money. It was agreed that 
Ives & Stayner should cast the vote upon 
it at all elections of the road and at stock- 
holders' meetings. The agreement was 
carried out to the letter by Meyer. The 
stock was hold in his name during all the 
existence of the swindling firm of H. 8. 
Ivos & Co., and when the inevitable ex 
posuro and crash came it was still so 
hold. But long before the crash came 
Nctter was squeezed out of the syndicate, 
Ives & Staynar agreeing to pay him for 
his alleged interest in the expectant prof' 
its £2.10,000. Of this amount Netter waa 
paid $100,000 out of the $2.000,000 of tha 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton road's 
money which they had received as self- 
appointed depositaries for that company. 


Tho exposure, with the daily mention 


of his name in connection therewith, waa 
so keenly felt by Mayor that it drove him 
to bis grave In a few months. Within 
throe months aftor his death there waa 
put in operation through Ives, the paper 
charges, a scheme to Impoverish Meyer's 
estate and to open up to his confederates 
and himself a mluo of if7,000,000. Of this 
hchemo tho article relates in substance 
tho following: 


In tho fall of 1RSS there was begun In 


an Ohio court n suit by Albert Natter 
against Henry R. Ives, Qeo. H. Stayaer 
and tho executors of the estate of Meyer 
for the balance of the purchase money 
due him for his syndicate iuterest. 
The 


collusive character 
f this action was 


soon revealed. 
Ivos & Stayner were 


nominally defend.mts. but they were the 
principal witnesses wbom the plalntlfl 
called to prove his claim against them- 
selves. As neither of them was solvent 
the only responsible defendant waa the 
estate of Moyer. To make the estate 
answerable it was necessary to prove 
that Meyer had been a partner of tha 
Ivos gang, and ns such responsible for 
all losses. Meyors, being dead, conld 
deny nothing. Ivos and Stayaer swore 
that he was a partner, but in the absence 
of any documentary evidence they could 
not provo it. To overcome this, Ives de- 
cided to ilraw np an agreement of part- 
nership aud forgo Meyers' name to It. 
The alleged forged agreement which tho 
paper 7ublishen was drawn up on a let- 
trr-lu.a.1

binds Meyer. The article goes on to uay 
that the document is wholly in tne writ- 
ing of Ives. This document was subse- 
quently put in evidence, and more ex- 
traordinary than tho document itself waa 
the way its appearance was explained, 
Stayner says he had entirely forgotten, 
and found it at his home by the merest 
ciiance. He said it was only a prelimi- 
nary draft of an ink-written agreement, 
which had boon thereafter executed in 
tho same language. Mtcuecl and sworn to, 
Ho furth»r stated that he held the Ink- 
written document, but when the crash 
came Meyer be^ed him not to ruin an 
old man, and implored him to destroy tha 
copy of tho contract he held. He de- 
clared that he was so moved thru he did 
surrender his copy to Meyes, who tore it 
up. Stayner then related the circum- 
stances of taking tho draft, and declared 
that it wag at Meyer's request He swora 
the 
initials "C. M." 
were genuine, 


Only the initials of all parties were 
signed to it those of Woodruff In the ca- 
pacity of witness. 


Ivos and Woodruff swore to substan- 


tially tho same as 
Rtayner, and the 


scheme seemed to have worked. Within 
a few months Ives and Stayner were im- 
prisoned in Ludlow Street jail for the 
misappropriation of railroad funds, and 
in another month both of them, together 
with Woodruff, were iudicted by the 
grand jury for jjrand larceny and fraud- 
ulent issue of stock. At this vital time 
Woodruff became alarmed aad m.ada 
confessions in all directions, aad the 
forgery of the agreement by Ives cams 
out. 


On a certain Sunday in December, 18S3, 


all three, Ives, Stayner and WoodrA, 
met at Stayner's house for dinner. Aftei 
the meal they adjourned to Staynor'a 
study on the top floor of his residence, 
lu a short time Stayaer brought out some 
letters according to Ives request. Ive9 
asked Woodruff to look at the letters, 
which were all in Meyer's handwriting. 
The latter, after examining them loj 
some time, was asked by Ives which ol 
the signatures were the beak, and he re- 
plied that they were both good. After 
some consultation between Ives and 
Stayner they agreed upon one as the best-, 
suited for their purpose. Arriving at 


(nil decision, Ives toak a sheet of a let- 
ter-pad from his pocket having the head- 
ing of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
ton, containing the text.of the agreement 
making Meyer a partner of Ives & Stay- 
aer. Ivea then tore from a similar pad a 
Dlank sheet of the same letter paper. 
This he measured with the other and 
gauged exactly where the signature on 
Ihe blank piece should be. 
He then 


isked Woodruff to see how near he could 
come to Meyer's signature, but the latter 
laid he could not come near it at all. 
Btayner was next asked to see what h» 
con>d do, but he declined, sayim: "You 
can do it much better than I can." 


Without another word Ives took the 


blank sheet which had been agreed upon 
is tha best, walked to the window and 
b«gan tracing the initials "C. M." with 
lead pencil. 
All three examined tho 


tracing and compared it with the original, 
BBd all declared it would not do. Ives, 
not discouraged, tore off another sheet 
and renewed his efforts. Again he sub- 
mitted the result of his efforts for in- 
spection, and it was again declared un- 
suitable. 
Ives persevered, and in tho 


meantime Woodruff went to sleep on the 
lounge. When Woodruff awoke he was 
called over by Ives to look at some pa- 
pers he was handling. Both Ivos and 
Stayner were at the table. 
Woodruff 


found eight or ten sheets with the trac- 
ings of the initials ''C. M." lying on tho 
table. As Stayner was examining tha 
forged initials with a magnifying glass, 
Ives picked up one and said: "This is 
much better than the others." He bad 
filled 
up 
four 
or 
five 
sheets 
of 


the paper with the full text of the agree- 
ment, and they all bore the initials C. H. 
8., C. M. and H. S. I. In the order stated. 
They were all In Ives' hand-writing. 
Ivee and Stayaer selected one. Stayner 
then took his lead pencil and magnify- 
ing glass, and by some light touches he 
changed the character and shading of 
the "C." He did not touch tho "M" at 
all, but shortened the top of the "C," 
which was first adjudged too round. He 
also introduced a little bit more shadiug 
at the point where the first downward 
stroke of tne "C" crosses the upward 
stroke. Having done this, Ives said to 
Woodruff: 


"Put your initials to this as a wit- 


ness." 


"What for?" asked Woodruff. 
Then, with a pleasant smile, Ivos went 


over the whole agreement, saying to 
Woodruff that it was for the purpose of 
refreshing his memory. Ho told Wood- 
rnB it would be host to put his initials as 
a witness to all tho papers—live in num- 
ber—and Woodruff kindly compliej. 


Ives then creased each of thorn and put 


them In his pocket, saying that lie would 
carry them around and give them an 


ged look. 
This concluded 
tho 
Sunday 
work. 


Woodruff was not toM wh.it was to Ii3 
done with these papers-, but two or threo 
weeks afterwards ho wn? c illccl upon to 
Identify them before Ivos' lawyer. Be- 
fore going before tho lawyer Ivos m- 
strnoted him how to testify in the Nettor 
case, the reference of which was being 
leard by Ives' lawyer. Tho ngrooinout; 
to which Woodruff testified to as the one- 
;hat he had witnessed in Meyers' pres- 
ence was In reality one of those which 
lad been forged three weeks before by 
Ives in Stayner's house.

>y a United Press reporter to-night with 
regard to the Evening Sun's story. He 
said he saw the alleged forged agree- 
ment mentioned in the Run story when it 
was In the hands of F. M. Ramsay, of

Ele Is of the opinion that the whole story 
came from Woodruff's lips.

A Fine Steel Car Burned—Jacksonville, 


Fla., Threatened With Another 


Conflagration. 


Destructive Fire at Loui»vlll«. 


LOUISVILLE, Kjr., Sept. 15.—The five- 


story building, corner of Seventh and 
Main streets, occupied by Hamburger, 
Bloom & Co., the largest wholesale dry- 
goods house in the city, is on fire. Tho 
entire city fire department is <.ndeavor- 
ing to prevent the spread of the flames. 
The guests have loft the Louisville Hotel, 
which nearly adjoins the burning build- 
ing on Main street, many of them es- 
caping by means of the fire-escapes and 
ladders of the Sixth-street wing, the in- 
tense heat making exit from the Main- 
street front impossible. 


It is estimated that the loss to tho dry- 


goods firms alone will reach a million 
dollars. 


Three firemen have ttoen taken out 


dead from beneath a fallen wall. Others 
are thought to be still under the debris. 


At one o'clock the fire was under con- 


trol, being confined to the estblishments 
of Hamburger, liloom & Co., dry goods; 
Virgil Wright, tobacco and cigars; Brets- 
felder & Co., hats and W. C. Kaye & Co., 
boots and slices. The west end of the 
Louisville Hotel building was badly dam- 
aged by fire and water. 


A conservative estimate places the ag- 


gregate loss at $750,000, divided as fol- 
lows: 
Baroburgor, Bloom & Co., on 


stock and building, $000,000, fully in- 
sured; Brotsfelder & Co., stock and 
building, $73,000; W. C. Kaye & Co., 
$50,000; other small losses aggregate $15, - 
000. 


Five men were killed and two seriously 


injured by the falling of the Serenth- 
stroet wall.

ing Burned. 


ST. JOK, Mo., Sopt. 15.—The main build- 


ing of tho New Era Exposition is on fire. 
The place is too far (away for tho firemen 
to reach. At twelve o'clock the fire Is 
still raging with probability of its going 
on several hours. Tho probable loss will 
be from $,35,000 to $.10,000. There were 
about five thousand people on tho grounds 
when tho fire started and no one has any 
idoa how it originated. 


The main building is a total loss. All 


the exhibits and booths aro destroyed. 
The fine steel car which was on exhibi- 
tion was also destroyed. Tho total loss 
is estimated at $250.000; loss on tho car,

Fn.ieral Services, Nor Men to Stand with 
Bared Heads by the Grave-No Ix>ng 
Procession of Carriages. 


The undertakers of this city announce 


:hat funerals Eire no longer what they 
used to be. 
Women are no longer ex- 


pected to attend them, and with some 
exceptions they don't 
The statement of 


this fact was brought about through the 
publication in a Philadelphia newspaper 
of a number of interviews with under- 
takers in that city. In a recently pub- 
ished death notice of a woman In Phila- 
delphia this sentence was embodied: 
'Male members of the family only are 
nvired to attend." This notice waspub- 
ishcd in accordance with the wishes of 
Ihe dead woman. She had been of a 
practical and sensible turn of mind. Her 
ibjpct was to prevent the attendance at 
her funeral of women « ho might, if it 
were bad weather, contract disease of a 
serious nature. 


[X PHILADELPHIA, 


Until very recently numerously at- 


tended funerals had been very common 
in Philadelphia, Scores of carriages fol- 
lowed tlie deceased man or woman to the 
grave, and men and women stood around 
on the damp ground in all kinds of 
wcat her while tho coffin was lowered 
into it» last resting place. 
Philadelphia 


in gradually awakening to the fact that 
tins sort of thing is dangerous. 
Strange 


to bay, it appears to be duo to the under- 
takers of that city chat these changes are 
being made. 
Evidently they are not so 


calculating and selfish as various writers 
of fiction have portrayed thorn. 
The 


more cai riages there are at a funeral the 
bigger tin; undertaker's bill is, yet the 
Philadelphia members of the profession 
seem to ^ iew thin fact with indifference.

"The custom in vogue here of a large 


concourse of friends and relatives at- 
tending funerals is a very foolish one. 
Male members of the family only should 
accompany the hearso to the burial 
ground, and I am glad to see that this 
plan is being adopted by several fam- 
ilies of this city. 
Ladies should not be 


taken to the burial ground, for more 
than one reason, either in good or bad 
weather.1 It subjects them to a great 
nervous strain to see the body of some 
member of their family or some relative 
lowered into tho ground, and time and 
time again I have seen ladies faint from 
this excitement.

In the lata stages it is a 
most intractable symptom, and adds 
rreatly to the suffering experienced.

,he treatment, physicians have been 
wont to depend largely upon n diet of 
milk, which, in cases where il is well 
)orne and can be persisted in, always acts 
we!L But there are many patients who, 
'or various reasons, cannot be kept on a 
milk diet for any length of time. To 
some it becomes abhorrent after a while, 
and others really cannot digest it prop- 
erly, as simple food as it is. And besides 
that, a milk diet is really unsuited to no 
small proportion of patients affected with 
cardiac diseases 
We ha,™ reference to 


those who cannot be kept quiet, but, in- 
sist upon being up anil about, often in 
the open air. if not engaged in light 
duties. 


Professor German See, of Paris, has 


long been engaged in study to loarn 
what elements in milk render it such an 
admirable agent to stimulate the kid- 
neys, increase the flow therefrom and 
lence prove of such great sen ice in 
dropsies. 
As a result of his investiga- 


tion he is convinced that the one ira 
lortant element in sugar of milk. Acting 
upon that theory he selected twenty-five 
rjatients with heart disease, in all oi 
wlu'ch there was more or ius-, dropsy 
To each he gave 100 grammes ot the 
sugar of milk a day, dissolved in t«c> 
quarts of water. 
In all these cases a 


marked effect upon the kidneys was folt 
within from twenty-four to furty-fiu' 
hours, and the dropsies diminished rap- 
idly, and almost all such swellings dis- 
appeared altogether aftei a serin ol 
treatments lasting from six 
ti> i-ight 


days. This discovery is likely to prove 
one of the most important which has 
been made in tha medical world for 
years.—Boston Herald.
